RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR ELECTION OF SPECIES 

Remarks 

In an Office Action mailed 01/13/2003 (Paper No. 18), the examiner has 
required that the applicants make a species election because some of the new claims 
submitted on 10/22/2002 recited several different types of psoriasis. These recitations 
appear in new claims 19, 20 and 21, each of which contains a Markush group naming 
several different types of psoriasis. Previously submitted claims had recited 
"psoriasis" but did not recite these specific types. Thus, in accord with 
M.P.E.P. § 818.02(b), the examiner has required that the applicants elect one species 
of psoriasis for immediate examination. In response to this requirement, the 
applicants elect "plaque psoriasis." Claims that read on the elected species are 
claims 1, 3-6, 8, 11-13 and 19-23, that is, all of the claims that now are under 
consideration in the application.
